WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama and 
Turkish Prime Minister Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan insisted yes¬ 
terday that Bashar al-Assad 
must still quit power despite 
moves to organize peace talks 
in Syria’s bloody civil war. 

The leaders met in Wash¬ 
ington amid a flurry of shuttle 
diplomacy between world and 
regional powers ahead of a 
planned international confer¬ 
ence that Washington and 
Moscow have proposed to halt 
the violence. 

At a joint White House 


news conference, the Turkish 
and US leaders restated their 
position, but Obama admitted: 
’’There is no magic formula for 
dealing with an extraordinarily 
violent and difficult situation 
like Syria’s.” 

The talks came a day before 
another key player, Russian 
President Vladimir Putin, was 
set to meet UN Secretary-Gen¬ 
eral Ban Ki-moon, and one day 
after UN members voted to 
condemn an ’’escalation” by 
Assad’s forces.

Summary of the monthly bulletin of 
December 2012: 


Aruba money supply rose 


ORANJESTAD - During the 
month of December 2012, 
money supply rose by Afl. 87.6 
million to Afl. 3,419.2 million, 
resulting from an Afl. 94.2 mil¬ 
lion rise in net domestic assets. 
The growth in the net domestic 
assets was associated mostly 
with increases in domestic 
credit and non-credit related 
balance sheet items of, respec¬ 
tively, Afl. 71.6 million and Afl. 
22.6 million. Domestic credit 
grew largely as a result of an in¬ 
crease of Afl. 80.4 million in 
the net liability of the public 
sector to the banking sector. 
This was attributed mainly to 
an Afl. 78.5 million contraction 
in government deposits related 
to the repayment of matured 
bonds and an increase of Afl. 
26.8 million in gross claims of 
the banking sector on the public 
sector, which were partially off¬ 
set by a rise in development 
funds of Afl. 24.9 million, due 
mainly to a transfer by the Gov¬ 
ernment of Aruba related to its 
contributions. The surge in the 
non-credit related balance sheet 
items was caused by clearing 
transactions. 

On the other hand, claims 
on the private sector dropped 
by Afl. 8.8 million (-0.3 per¬ 


cent), reflecting decreases in 
consumer credit and commer¬ 
cial loans of, respectively, Afl. 
11.3 million (-2.1 percent) and 
Afl. 0.6 million, while housing 
mortgages picked up by Afl. 
3.7 million (+0.4 percent). 

The consumer price index 
(CPI) for December 2012 reg¬ 
istered a 3.7 percent decrease, 
compared to the same month of 
2011. The main contributors to 
this drop were housing, cloth¬ 
ing & footwear, household op¬ 
eration, and recreation & 
culture. Excluding the effect of 
food and energy (which partly 
affects the housing and trans¬ 
port components), the core CPI 
showed a 0.3 percent decrease 
compared to December 2011, 
brought about mostly by de¬ 
clines in the index categories of 
women’s clothing, furniture, 
household textiles, and audio 
visual equipment. The pace of 
the 12-month average inflation 
rate fell to 0.6 percent in De¬ 
cember 2012, down from 1.4 
percent in November 2012. 

In December 2012, the 
number of stay-over visitors 
totaled 90,071, which is 11.1 
percent (+8,963 visitors) 
higher than in December 2011.

World Telecommunication 
Day 

World Telecommunication Day 
has been celebrated annually 
on 17 May since 1969, mark¬ 
ing the founding of ITU and 
the signing of the first Interna¬ 
tional Telegraph Convention in 
1865. It was instituted by the 
Plenipotentiary Conference in 
Malaga-Torremolinos in 1973. 

World Information Society 
Day 

In November 2005, the World 
Summit on the Information So¬ 
ciety called upon the UN Gen¬ 
eral Assembly to declare 17 
May as World Information So¬ 
ciety Day to focus on the im¬ 
portance of ICT and the wide 
range of issues related to the 
Information Society raised by 
WSIS. The General Assembly 
adopted a resolution (A/RES/ 
60/252) in March 2006 stipu¬ 
lating that World Information 
Society Day shall be celebrated 
every year on 17 May. 

World Telecommunication 
and Information Society Day 

In November 2006, the ITU 
Plenipotentiary Conference in 
Antalya, Turkey, decided to 
celebrate both events on 17 
May as World Telecommuni¬ 
cation and Information Society 
Day.

According to the Report of 
the United Nations Road 
Safety Collaboration (UNRSC) 
released by UN Secretary-Gen¬ 
eral Ban Ki-moon, 1.3 million 
people die each year in traffic 
related accidents and another 
20-50 million people are in¬ 
jured mainly in developing 
countries around the world. As 
a result. Governments and in¬ 
dividuals suffer an estimated 
USD 518 billion in global eco¬ 
nomic loss. Driver distraction 
and road-user behaviour, which 
includes “text messaging” and 
interfacing with in-vehicle nav¬ 
igation or communication sys¬ 
tems while driving, are among 
the leading contributors to road 
traffic fatalities and injuries. 
Road traffic safety is a global 
concern not only for public 
health and injury prevention 
but also to improve efficiencies 
in traffic management as a 
means of combating the effects 


of climate change. 

ITU has been leading 
worldwide efforts in develop¬ 
ing state-of-the-art ICT stan¬ 
dards for Intelligent Transport 
Systems and driver safety that 
utilize a combination of com¬ 
puters, communications, posi¬ 
tioning and automation tech¬ 
nologies, including in-car 
radars for collision avoidance. 
ITU has also been developing 
standards for safe user inter¬ 
faces and communication sys¬ 
tems in vehicles as well as 
optimizing driving perform¬ 
ance by eliminating unsafe 
technology-related distractions 
while driving. 

As the leading specialized 
agency of the United Nations 
for information and communi¬ 
cation technologies (ICT), ITU 
looks towards its Members to 
harness the catalytic role of 
ICTs in improving road safety 
and traffic management sys¬ 
tems. 

WTISD 2013 Call for Action: 
Worldwide Initiatives 

On the occasion of World 
Telecommunication and Infor¬ 
mation Society Day 2013, ITU 
calls upon all stakeholders 
(policy makers, regulators, op¬ 
erators and industry) to take 
practical steps to further na¬ 
tional and domestic policies, 
programmes and/or educa¬ 
tional initiatives in the use of 
ICTs to improve road safety, 
taking into account the risks 
associated with the unreason¬ 
able use of ICTs and driver dis¬ 
traction, as well as the benefits 
of ICTs and vehicular safety 
technologies, in order to im¬ 
prove global road safety.

He particularly complimented 
on Aruba on its low infant mor¬ 
tality rate and well organized 
school and health systems. Is¬ 
sues within the health system 
are a high rate of teenage preg¬ 
nancy and childhood obesity, 
which is being addressed with 
vigor by Aruba’s Minister of 
Public Health and Sport, Dr. 
Richard Visser. 

Aruba has enacted a com¬ 
pulsory education law, and the 
study revealed control of qua¬ 
lity of education and an effort to 
integrated migrant children. 
However, the adolescent drop 
out rate is disproportionate, and 
the interaction between schools 
and parents is limited, as is the 
access to after-school pro¬ 
grams. 

The study showed a well-or¬ 
ganized child protection sys¬ 
tem, important progress with 
legislation dedicated to chil¬ 
dren’s rights and protection, and 
an extensive involvement of 
civil society, which is consid¬ 
ered crucial. Mr. van ’t Hoff 
made the point that the society 
must be very open and trained 


regarding recognizing a child in 
danger and reporting to author¬ 
ities. Many societies, not only 
those in the Caribbean, have yet 
to fiilly face their responsibili¬ 
ties regarding domestic vio¬ 
lence and abuse of children, and 
the important part the commu¬ 
nity plays in stopping or pre¬ 
venting them. These interfere 
with the rights of the child to 
grow and develop to their full 
potential. He also stated it is im¬ 
portant to coordinate efforts 
among NGO’s to best protect 
children in a concerted manner, 
and to promote increased in¬ 
volvement of fathers in raising 
children, an element often lack¬ 
ing in Caribbean societies. 

Minister Hooyboer-Win- 
klaar thanked Mr. van’t Hoff 
for his insights, describing a 
number of initiatives put in 
place to address these issues. 
Wednesday’s presentation was 
only ’’skimming the surface”

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pre¬ 
sident Barack Obama warned 
yesterday that a spate of sexual 
assaults in the military endan¬ 
gered US national security and 
vowed to do everything possi¬ 
ble to fix the problem. 

Obama promised to act as he 
met Secretary of Defense 
Chuck Hagel, the highest rank¬ 
ing US military officer Army 
General Martin Dempsey, and 
the civilian and military bosses 
of each branch of the US mili¬ 
tary. 

The president said that the 
US military’s strength lay in 
trust, teamwork and discipline. 

"The issue of sexual assault 
in our armed forces undermines 
that trust," Obama told re¬ 
porters after the meeting at the 
White House. 

"So not only is it a crime, 
not only is it shameful and dis¬ 
graceful, but it also is going to 
make and had made the military 
less effective than it can be. 

"And as such, it is dangerous 
to our national security. So this 
is not a sideshow... this goes to 
the heart and to the core of who 
we are. It’s not fixed yet, and 
that’s clear." 

US Army Chief of Staff 
General Ray Odiemo mean¬ 
while said the armed forces had 
failed to tackle sexual violence 
effectively and a wave of recent 
incidents was eroding trust 
throughout the ranks. 

In a message sent to army 
personnel following a series of 


damaging revelations about 
sexual assaults in the military, 
Odiemo said the fight against 
sexual assault and harassment 
should be the institution’s top 
priority. 

"The Army is failing in its 
efforts to combat sexual assault 
and sexual harassment," 
Odiemo said. "It is time we take 
on the fight against sexual as¬ 
sault and sexual harassment as 
our primary mission." 

Odiemo’s comments came 
after it emerged that a soldier 
who worked in a rape preven¬ 
tion program had been accused 
of forcing a subordinate into 
prostitution. 

Last week, an Air Force of¬ 
ficer in charge of his service’s 
sexual assault prevention office 
was arrested near the Pentagon 
for allegedly assaulting a 
woman. 

Odiemo said the recent rash 
of incidents represented a "vio¬ 
lation of tmst." 

Heo called on military lead¬ 
ers "at every level" to establish 
a "command climate and cul¬ 
ture of mutual respect, tmst and 
safety." 

"Our profession is built on 
the bedrock of tmst; sexual as¬ 
sault and sexual harassment be¬ 
tray that tmst," he said. 

Sexual abuse cases in the 
military are on the rise, accord¬ 
ing to a Pentagon report, rising 
to 3,374 in 2012, a six percent 
increase from the previous 
year.

Jordan, meanwhile, announced 
that it would host next week 
the "Friends of Syria," the fo¬ 
reign ministers of Saudi Ara¬ 
bia, the United Arab Emirates, 
Egypt, Qatar, the United 
States, Britain, France, Turkey, 
Germany and Italy. 

And even as Obama and Er¬ 
dogan were meeting, Israeli of¬ 
ficials told AFP that John 
Brennan, director of the US 
Central Intelligence Agency, 
had arrived in Israel for talks 
on the Syrian crisis. 

Obama has made strenuous 
efforts to court the Turkish 
leader but, while they agree 
that Assad must be ousted, 
there are signs of fmstration in 
Ankara at Obama’s cautious 
approach toward the Syrian 
rebels. 

The president has balked at 
providing arms and ammuni¬ 
tion to the guerrillas, fearing 
they could fall into the hands 
of extremist elements linked to 
Al-Qaeda, and is now pinning 
hopes on the peace conference 
jointly organized with Russia. 

After meeting Erdogan, 
Obama gave no sign his posi¬ 
tion has changed. "We both 
agree that Assad needs to go. 
He needs to transfer power to 
a transitional body," he said. 

"That is the only way we’re 
going to resolve this crisis. 
And we’re going to keep work¬ 
ing for a Syria that is free from 
Assad’s tyranny," he added, 
vowing to support Turkey in its 
stmggle to cope with a flood of 
Syrian refugees. 

In what was perhaps a sign 
that Turkey is not yet satisfied 
with Obama’s stance, Erdogan 
said: "We will continue to dis¬ 
cuss this issue in greater detail 
in our meeting this evening." 

But he added: "Let me tell 
you that ending this bloody 
process in Syria and meeting 
the legitimate demands of the 
people by establishing a new 
government are two areas 
where we are in full agreement 
with the United States." 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama said 
Thursday he had not known 
about abuses by tax officials 
who targeted conservative 
groups until a report into the af¬ 
fair was leaked to the press last 
week. 

"I promise you this. The 
minute I found out about it, 
then my focus has been about 
making sure we get the thing 
fixed," Obama told reporters. 

The president spoke just a 
day after sacking acting Inter¬ 
nal Revenue Service chief 
Steven Miller over reports that 
some agents had singled out 
groups affiliated with the ultra¬ 
conservative Tea Party and 
other right-wing causes. 

He also vowed to work with 
Congress to ensure a full inves¬ 
tigation into the affair uncov¬ 
ered by an inspector general’s 
(IG) report, details of which 
were leaked to the press Friday. 

"I can assure you that I cer¬ 
tainly did not know anything 
about the IG report before the 
IG report had been leaked to 
the press," Obama told re¬ 
porters. 

"Typically, the IG reports 
are not supposed to be widely 
distributed or shared. They 


tend to be, you know, a process 
that everybody’s trying to pro¬ 
tect the integrity of." 

Obama said that the abuses 
uncovered in the report were 
"unacceptable" and promised 
to hold anyone involved ac¬ 
countable. 

"We’re going to make sure 
that we identify any structural 
or management issues to pre¬ 
vent something like this from 
happening again," he said. 

"I’m looking forward to 
working with Congress to fully 
investigate what happened, 
make sure that it doesn’t hap¬ 
pen again." 

As a first step of moving on 
from the scandal, Obama an¬ 
nounced that he had asked 
Daniel Werfel, currently con¬ 
troller of the Office of Manage¬ 
ment and Budget, to be the new 
acting head of the IRS. 

Appointing a permanent 
chief of the agency would have 
caused a delay in the overhaul 
of operations, as the post re¬ 
quires Senate confirmation. 

Werfel, who has agreed to 
serve until the end of the fiscal 
year on September 30, has pre¬ 
viously worked in Democratic 
and Republican administra¬ 
tions. 


Boston suspect wrote note 
before capture 

NEW YORK (AFP) - Boston bombing suspect Dzhokhar Tsar- 
naev wrote a note before his capture in which he called the vic¬ 
tims "collateral damage" for US action in Afghanistan and Iraq, 
local media reported yesterday. 

"When you attack one Muslim, you attack all Muslims," Tsar- 
naev also scribbled on the inside wall of the boat where he hid 
from police during a massive manhunt in the days after the April 
15 blasts, according to CBS News. 

Citing unnamed sources, CBS News said the note claimed the 
bombings were payback for US military action in Afghanistan 
and Iraq and referred to the victims as "collateral damage." 

Dzhokhar also said he did not mourn the death of his older 
brother Tamerlan, killed in a shootout with police, saying he was 
a martyr, the broadcaster said.

US migrant smuggling ring 


QUITO (AFP) - A ring that 
smuggled immigrants from 
India and Sri Lanka into the 
United States through Ecuador 
has been broken up with the ar¬ 
rest of six people, Ecuadoran 
authorities said yesterday. 

Three Indian nationals and 
two members of Ecuador’s im¬ 
migration police were among 
the six people arrested in the 
port city of Guayaquil, where 
the smuggling network oper¬ 
ated, officials said. 

"They brought in nationals 
from India and Sri Lanka, and 
arranged refuge for them in 
various hotels," said Guayaquil 
police chief General Patricio 
Pazmino. 

Deputy Interior Minister 
Xavier Cordoba said the smug¬ 
glers charged $5,000 per per¬ 
son. After entering Ecuador 
illegally, the migrants would 
be sent to Central America and 
from there to the United States. 

Police, who said the arrests 
were made following a two- 
month investigation, seized

THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Netherlands is to co-chair a 
group of donor countries, busi¬ 
nesses and civil society groups 


running out 


of toilet paper 

CARACAS "Venezuela is having a serious humanitarian 
crisis, the entire country is running out of toilet paper. 
Toilet paper is just one of the basic goods and foodstuffs 
that have been disappearing from store shelves over the 
past few months, as the government and private compa¬ 
nies blame each other for the scarcity. 

Venezuela's socialist government has promised to im¬ 
port 50 million rolls of toilet paper and 760,000 pounds 
of food to make sure all citizens can eat and poop in 
comfort once more. 

“The revolution will bring the country the equivalent 
of 50 million rolls of toilet paper,” the country's com¬ 
merce minister said. “We are going to saturate the mar¬ 
ket so that our people calm down.” 

Economists say Venezuela's shortages stem from 
price controls meant to make basic goods available to 
the poorest parts of society and the government's con¬ 
trols on foreign currency. 

President Nicolas Maduro, who was selected by the 
dying Hugo Chavez to carry on his "Bolivarian revolu¬ 
tion," claims that anti-government forces, including the 
private sector, are causing the shortages in an effort to 
destabilize the country.

tackling rampant safety issues 
in Bangladesh’s textile sector, 
the foreign ministry said yes¬ 
terday. 

The move comes after over 
1,100 people died in a factory 
collapse in Bangladesh in 
April, prompting top Western 
retailers and global trade 
unions to promise to improve 
shocking factory conditions. 

The Netherlands is giving 
nine million euros ($13 mil¬ 
lion) that together with funds 
from the textile sector will be 
put to improve "harrowing" 
work conditions, the foreign 
ministry said on its website. 

"All involved parties — the 
textile sector, manufacturers, 
consumers and governments - 
- must now take responsibility 
to break the vicious circle," 
said Trade and Development 
Minister Lilianne Ploumen. 

"We can’t keep pointing the 


finger at each other." 

The April 24 collapse of the 
nine-storey Rana Plaza factory 
complex in Dhaka killed 1,127 
people, one of the world’s 
worst industrial disasters. 

Bangladesh is the world’s 
second-biggest apparel maker 
and the 15.5-billion-euro in¬ 
dustry, which relies on women 
workers, accounts for up to 80 
percent of exports. 

Western retailers rely on 
cheap labour in the region, 
where safety standards are 
often inadequate and critics say 
many employers ride rough¬ 
shod over workers’ rights. 

The Netherlands will repre¬ 
sent donor countries in dia¬ 
logue with the Bangladeshi 
authorities and trade unions to 
coordinate and monitor inter¬ 
national efforts to improve the 
plight of garment workers. 

Ploumen is in talks with re¬ 
levant businesses and organi¬ 


sations in the Netherlands to 
come up with a concrete action 
plan, with "measurable targets 
and a clear timeframe", which 
should be ready by June, the 
ministry said. 

Last month’s disaster 
prompted top retailers to join 
an initiative by Labour um¬ 
brella groups binding retailers 
to hold independent building 
and fire safety inspections and 
to pay for repairs. 

Ploumen wants to travel to 
Bangladesh with a delegation 
of Dutch textile businesses, 
trade unions and civil society 
groups, the ministry added. 

She will also discuss the ac¬ 
tion plan with European Union 
trade ministers in Brussels. 

"We cannot accept that tex¬ 
tile workers run enormous 
safety risks to make our jeans 
and T-shirts. A low price can¬ 
not be at any cost," Ploumen 
said.

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Researchers make 
embryonic stem cells 
from skin 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
researchers have reported a 
breakthrough in stem cell re¬ 
search, describing how they 
have turned human skin cells 
into embyronic stem cells for 
the first time. 

The method described 
Wednesday by Oregon State 
University scientists in the 
journal Cell, would not likely 
be able to create human 
clones, said Shoukhrat Mital- 
ipov, senior scientist at the 
Oregon National Primate Re¬ 
search Center. 

But it is an important step 
in research because it does 
not require the use of em¬ 
bryos in creating the type of 
stem cell capable of trans¬ 
forming into any other type 
of cell in the body. 

The technique involves 
transplanting an individual's 
DNA into an egg cell that has 
been stripped of genetic ma¬ 
terial, a variation of a method 
called somatic cell nuclear 
transfer. 

"A thorough examination 
of the stem cells derived 
through this technique 
demonstrated their ability to 
convert just like normal em¬ 
bryonic stem cells, into sev¬ 
eral different cell types, 
including nerve cells, liver 
cells and heart cells," said 
Mitalipov. 

He added that since the re¬ 
programmed cells use genetic 
material from the patient, 
there is no concern about 
transplant rejection. 

"While there is much work 
to be done in developing safe 
and effective stem cell treat¬ 
ments, we believe this is a 
significant step forward in de¬ 
veloping the cells that could 
be used in regenerative medi¬ 
cine," Mitalipov said. 

Another advantage of this 
approach is that it does not 
use fertilized embryos to ob¬ 
tain stem cells, a technique 
that raises major ethical is¬ 
sues because the embryo is 
destroyed. 

Since the birth of the sheep 
Dolly in 1996 in the United 
Kingdom, the first cloned an¬ 
imal, researchers have cloned 
some 20 species including 
goats and rabbits, but never 
monkeys or primates whose 
biologies and reproduction is 
more complex. 

Years of research on mon¬ 
key cells using the same tech¬ 
nique have not successfully 
produced any monkey 


clones. 

Since the human cells 
used in the study appeared 
even more fragile, re¬ 
searchers said it was unlikely 
that clones could be made. 

"While nuclear transfer 
breakthroughs often lead to a 
public discussion about the 
ethics of human cloning, this 
is not our focus, nor do we 
believe our findings might be 
used by others to advance the 
possibility of human repro¬ 
ductive cloning," they said. 

Scientists hope that stem 
cell research will offer new 
pathways in the fight against 
Parkinson's disease, multiple 
sclerosis, spinal cord injuries 
and blindness. 

Nonetheless, the US Con¬ 
ference of Catholic Bishops 
warned that other researchers 
will use the new technique to 
try to clone people. 

Cardinal Sean O'Malley of 
Boston said this way of mak¬ 
ing embryos will be taken up 
by people who want to pro¬ 
duce cloned children as 
"copies" of other people. 

"Whether used for one 
purpose or the other, human 
cloning treats human beings 
as products, manufactured to 
order to suit other people's 
wishes." He added, "A tech¬ 
nical advance in human 
cloning is not progress for 
humanity but its opposite," he 
said in a statement.

Sun unleashes four 
potent solar flares 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Sun has unleashed four po¬ 
tent solar flares this week, 
marking the most in¬ 
tense activity yet 
this year and 
causing lim¬ 
ited interrup¬ 
tions to 
high-fre- 
q u e n c y 
radio com¬ 
munications. 

One of 
them was clas¬ 
sified as anX3.2 
flare, with X-class 
flares being the most 
intense type, the US space 
agency said. 

"This is the strongest X- 
class flare of 2013 so far, sur¬ 
passing in strength the two 
X-class flares that occurred 
earlier in the 24-hour period," 
NASA said of the flare that 
peaked at 0111 GMT Tuesday. 

A fourth X-class flare 
peaked at 0148 GMT on 
Wednesday, NASA said.The 
latest flares began on May 13 
and have sent off bursts of ra¬ 
diation from the Sun, known 
as coronal mass ejections 
(CMEs). The strongest trav¬ 
eled particularly fast, at a 
speed of approximately 1,400 
miles (2,253 kilometers) per 



second, NASA said. 

The CMEs have so far not 
been directed at the Earth but 
may impact satellites. 

^ NASA said the 

CMEs would 
produce a 
merged cloud 
of solar mate¬ 
rial that "may 
give a glanc¬ 
ing blow to 
the STEREO- 
B and Epoxi 
spacecraft," 
which are space- 
based observatories 
orbiting Earth to moni¬ 
tor solar storms and comets. 

According to space weather 
experts at NOAA, more 
strong solar flares may be ex¬ 
pected in the coming days. 

Although CMEs send off 
potent radiation. Earth is pro¬ 
tected by its magnetic fleld. 

Solar activity can tem¬ 
porarily disrupt GPS signals 
and communications satel¬ 
lites, but most people will not 
notice any effects in their 
daily lives. 

The first X-class flare of 
this solar cycle occurred in 
February 2011. The largest 
so far of the current cycle 
was documented as an X6.9 
in August 2011. 


Software makers getting face time 
with Google glasses 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Google Glass was a common 
sight Wednesday as software 
savants here shared visions of 
games, weather reports, news 
and more delivered to the In¬ 
ternet-linked eyewear. 

Many of the 6,000 develop¬ 
ers attending an annual 
Google I/O event in San Fran¬ 
cisco sported Glass as part of 
an "explorer" program to tin¬ 
ker with creative applications 
for the eyewear, which cost 
$1,500 a unit. 

Uses ranged from practical 
tasks such as shopping or de¬ 
livering local weather reports 
to sharing real time video 
streams of riding cable cars or 
playing augmented reality 
games in which the world is 
the board. 

"I’ve been wearing them 
most days since I got them 
three weeks ago," said Jacob 
Hilker, a Massachusetts col¬ 
lege student who works at on¬ 


line financial transactions titan 
PayPal. 

"Glass has been useful," he 
continued. 

"Not so much when you are 
sitting at a desk, but when you 
are doing things like commut¬ 
ing to work; walking around 
the city on the weekend, or 
going out drinking you easily 
get text, emails, navigation... 
all that stuff" 

And, he pointed out, one 
can tend to Internet searches, 
messages and more without 
ever having to put down a 
drink. 

Like others wearing Glass, 
Hilker said that he takes a lot 
more photos. Glass lets wear¬ 
ers take pictures, record video 
or perform other tasks with 
touch controls or by speaking 
"Okay Glass" followed by a 
command. 

"Just walking down the 
street, I take a picture and 
share it in about five seconds," 
Hilker said. 


Glass connects to the Inter¬ 
net using Wi-Fi hot spots or, 
more typically, by being wire¬ 
lessly tethered to mobile 
phones. Pictures or video are 
shared through the Google 
Plus social network. 

Glass comes with attach¬ 
able tinted lenses that give the 
devices the look of sunglasses, 
making gadgetry built into 
frames less noticeable. 

Developers in the Explorer 
program dismissed talk of 
banning wearing Glass while 
driving or at bars. 

Google co-founder and 
chief Larry Page depicted 
Glass as part of an ongoing ef¬ 
fort to get computers "out of 
the way" so people can focus 
on lives enriched by what the 
Internet has to offer. 

"We want to make sure we 
are building experiences that 
make people really happy," 
Page said while speaking 
about Glass during a keynote 
presentation. 

"We are relying on you to 
make happy users," he told de¬ 
velopers. "Ultimately, I think a 
lot of your experiences will 
move to Glass." 

Google executive chairman 
Eric Schmidt said recently that 
it will take "a while" before 
consumer versions of Glass 
are available.

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KFC to go 
comes to 
Gaza... by

GAZA CITY, Palestinian Ter¬ 
ritories (AFP) - Junk-food 
starved Gazans can now order 
Kentucky Fried Chicken to go 
thanks to a new smuggling 
service which brings takeout 
from Egypt via a network of 
underground tunnels. 

Ifs not exactly "fast" — 
taking several hours to arrive, 
with the Palestinian delivery 
company behind it charging 
hefty prices to cover the cost 
of fuel and transport. 

"Last chance to order for 
the Thursday 6:00 pm deliv¬ 
ery is Wednesday night," says 
the Yamama delivery firm on 
its Facebook page. 

Yamama then orders the 
meals, about 30 on a typical 
run, from the KFC outlet in 
the Egyptian city of El-Arish, 
some 40 kilometres (25 
miles) away. 

"We place the order with 
the restaurant in El-Arish, 
then drive it in a car to the 
Egyptian side of Rafah," said 
Yamama director Khalil al- 
Ifranji. 

"Someone takes it from 
there through the tunnels to 
(Gazan) Rafah. They then 
drive it to our headquarters 
(in Gaza City)." 

Motorbikes then deliver 
the food, with the entire 
process taking three to four 
hours. 

Fast food is just the latest 
trend for smugglers seeking 
to turn a buck by bringing in 
hard-to-get products to the 
Gaza Strip, which has been 
under an Israeli blockade 
since 2007. 

Tight restrictions on 
Gazans entering Egypt mean 
those with a craving for 
chicken cooked to Colonel's 
Secret Recipe can't just pop 
over the border and pick up a 
bucket. 

Instead, some residents 
seem quite happy to shell out 
130 shekels ($35/27 euros) 
for just 20 pieces of fried 
chicken — double what it 
costs in El-Arish.

"I knew every time I wore 
the Three Lions shirt, I was 
not only following in a long 
line of great players, I was 
also representing every fan 
that cared passionately about 
their country." 

Beckham's global cele¬ 
brity also turned him into a 
one-man marketing phenom¬ 
enon with a glut of lucrative 
endorsements. 

He has long-standing 
sponsorship deals with firms 
including Adidas, Armani 
and Samsung and is believed 
to share a £200 million ($306 
million, 237 million euros) 
fortune with his wife, Victo¬ 
ria, the pop star turned fash¬ 
ion designer and mother of 
his four children. 

He added: "I wouldn't 
have achieved what I have 
done today without my fam- 
ily. 

"I'm grateful for my par¬ 
ents' sacrifice, which made 
me realise my dreams. I owe 
everything to Victoria and the 
kids, who have given me the 
inspiration and support to 
play at the highest level for 
such a long period. I also 
want to thank (manager) 
Simon Fuller and his team for 
their continued support." 

Outgoing Football Associ¬ 
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ation chairman David Bern¬ 
stein described Beckham as 
"an iconic figure", while for¬ 
mer United team-mate and 
close friend Gary Neville 
saluted his impact on English 
football.

Indian paceman 
Sreesanth ’held 
for spot-fixing’ 

NEW DELHI (AFP) - In- 
dian international fast 
bowler Shanthakumaran 
Sreesanth and two team¬ 
mates have been arrested 
for spot-fixing in a domestic 
Twenty20 competition, a re¬ 
port said on Thursday. 

Sreesanth, 30, was ar¬ 
rested by Delhi police in 
Mumbai along with fellow 
bowlers Ankeet Chavan and 
Ajit Chandila on charges of 
spot-fixing, the Press Trust 
of India (PTI) news agency 
said. 

The arrests were made at 
a hotel where the team was 
staying after a match on 
Wednesday night against 
the Mumbai Indians. 

All of them play for the 
Rajasthan Royals and a 
statement from the team 
confirmed that three of their 
players had been called in 
for investigation over spot¬ 
fixing charges, without con¬ 
firming their identities. 

"We are completely 
taken in by surprise... we 
will fully co-operate with 
the authorities to ensure a 
thorough investigation," 
said the statement. 

There was no immediate 
confirmation of the report 
from the police. 

Sreesanth, who played 
the last of his 27 Tests 
against England two years 
ago, is no stranger to con¬ 
troversy, and was famously 
slapped by his teammate 
Harbhajan Singh during a 
match in 2008.

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Beckham calls time 
on stellar career 



LONDON (AFP) - Football 
megastar David Beckham an¬ 
nounced on Thursday that he 
is to retire after a glittering 
20-year playing career in 


which he became one of the 
most widely recognised fig¬ 
ures in world sport. 

The former England cap¬ 
tain, 38, made the announce¬ 


ment shortly after winning 
the Ligue 1 title with French 
giants Paris Saint-Germain, 
which made him the first 
Englishman to win league 
championships in four differ¬ 
ent countries. 

He bows out from the 
game at the same time as his 
Manchester United mentor 
Alex Ferguson, who handed 
Beckham his professional 
debut in 1993 and thereby 
launched one of the most 
newsworthy careers in the 
history of the English game. 

He went on to play for 
Real Madrid, Los Angeles 
Galaxy and AC Milan, as 
well as PSG, and won 115 
caps for England in an un¬ 
precedented feat for an out¬ 
field player. 

"Pm thankful to PSG for 
giving me the opportunity to 
continue but I feel now is the 
right time to finish my career, 
playing at the highest level," 
Beckham said. 

"If you had told me as a 
young boy I would have 
played for and won trophies 
with my boyhood club, Man¬ 
chester United, proudly cap¬ 
tained and played for my 
country over one hundred 
times, and lined up for some 
of the biggest clubs in the 
world, I would have told you 
it was a fantasy. 

"Pm fortunate to have re¬ 
alised those dreams." 

Blessed with an extraordi¬ 
narily accurate right foot, 
Beckham was renowned for 
his dead-ball prowess and his 
seemingly limitless reserves 
of stamina. 

He won six league titles, 
two FA Cups and the 1999 
Champions League with 
United, creating both injury¬ 
time goals as Ferguson's side 
stormed back to beat Bayern 
Munich 2-1 in the final, be¬ 
fore joining Madrid in 2003, 
where he won the Spanish 
league title four years later. 

Beckham moved to Los 
Angeles in 2007 and won two 
MLS Cup titles with the 
Galaxy, but he spent two loan 
spells at Milan and then re¬ 
turned to Europe in January 
this year, when he signed a 
short-term deal with PSG. 

He is fondly remembered 
for his exploits in an England 
shirt, having captained his 
country for six years and 
played at three World Cups. 

"To this day, one of my 
proudest achievements is 
captaining my country," he 
said.
